Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  the  preparation  of  my  Annual  Report  for  1955  the  Welsh 
Board  of  Health  have  asked  the  Council  to  direct  that  the  report 
should  follow  the  general  lines  indicated  and  include  information 
asked  for  in  Circular  28/54  (Wales)  dated  15th  December  and  this 
procedure  has  been  followed. 

Throughout  the  year  there  has  not  been  any  evidence  of  severe 
infectious  diseases  and  the  level  of  notifications  has  been  about 
the  average  with  the  possible  exception  of  measles  which  did  affect 
at  least  746  children.  This  is  by  far  the  largest  number  of  noti- 
fications received  during  the  last  ten  years — the  lowest  in  any  year 
being  thirteen. 

The  general  state  of  health  of  the  inhabitants  has  been  satis- 
factory and  there  are  not  any  features  in  the  district  which  might 
adversely  affect  the  health  of  the  people. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  during  the  year  to  seek  assistance 
from  a magistrate  to  have  any  case  removed  to  hospital,  those 
cases  which  have  been  brought  to  my  notice  have  been  dealt  with 
satisfactorily  informally. 

Much  progress  has  been  made  with  the  provision  of  new  houses 
and  particularly  with  bungalows  for  aged  persons,  and  also  blocks 
of  flats. 
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More  owners  have  availed  themselves  of  Improvement  Grants 
for  the  reconditioning  of  their  property  and  a number  of  these  have 
been  done  in  a most  attractive  and  practical  manner. 


There  appears  to  be  a continued  demand  for  caravans  in  the 
coastal  areas  of  the  district  and  it  appears  that  more  and  more 
persons  are  taking  up  this  mode  of  living  in  the  summer  months. 

The  Service  Camps  which  were  taken  over  after  the  war,  have 
with  one  exception  been  vacated  and  plans  are  well  in  hand  for 
the  last  family  to  be  accommodated.  The  section  of  the  report  on 
housing  matters  has  been  curtailed  somewhat  as  the  Ministry  do 
not  require  the  details  given  previously,  these  particulars  are  now 
sent  in  the  form  of  returns  each  quarter.  However,  certain  in- 
formation which  is  of  general  interest  has  been  retained.

Birth  Rate 

A large  proportion  of  births  to  mothers  who  are  resident  in 
the  Rural  Area  takes  place  elsewhere  than  in  the  home,  in  other 
words,  it  has  become  more  general  for  the  confinement  to  take 
place  in  either  a maternity  hospital  or  a maternity  nursing  home. 

It  will  be  seen  that  during  1955  491  notifications  of  births 
were  received  but  of  this  number  only  183  took  place  within  the 
district,  i.e.,  37%. 


Infantile  Mortality  Rate 

By  this  is  meant  the  number  of  infants  who  for  some  cause  or 
another  do  not  survive  the  first  year  of  life.  This  year  the  number 
was  10  which  gives  a mortality  rate  of  20*37  a figure  which  com- 
pares very  favourably  with  the  Administrative  County  as  a whole 
which  was  33*58.

(b)  Ambulance  Services 

Medical  practitioners  in  the  district  are  able  to  use  the  service 
of  the  Health  Department  in  securing  the  removal  of  infectious 
disease  cases,  where  necessary,  and  their  accommodation  in  hospital. 
On  request,  the  Health  Department  contacts  the  appropriate 
hospital  and  arranges,  through  the  County  Ambulance  Service,  for 
an  ambulance  to  be  provided. 
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(c)  Tuberculosis  Clinics 


There  are  three  centres  at  which  patients  from  your  district  can 
attend  for  examination  and  treatment.  They  are  situated  at  No.  20 
Cathedral  Road,  Cardiff ; “ Glenview,”  Court  House  Street, 

Pontypridd,  and  No.  26,  Newlands  Street,  Barry. 

At  these  centres,  examinations  including  X-ray  and  tests,  are 
carried  out  by  the  Chest  Physicians.  The  examinations  are  not 
confined  to  persons  who  are  actually  suffering  from  tuberculosis  but 
a large  number  of  contacts  also  are  examined  so  that  any  evidence 
of  tubercular  infection  may  be  detected  as  early  as  possible,  so 
giving  the  patients  a better  opportunity  of  being  cured. 

It  has  been  the  practice  for  years  past  in  all  notifications  of 
non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  to  examine  the  milk  supply  for  the 
presence  of  tubercle  bacilli.

SECTION  C 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
WATER  SUPPLY 


The  Council’s  district  is  supplied  with  water  for  domestic 
purposes  from  a variety  of  sources.  Two  small  reservoir  supplies 
are  controlled  by  the  Council,  one  at  Pentyrch  and  one  at  Rudry. 
Four  spring  supplies,  two  at  Gwaelody  garth,  one  at  Lis  vane  and 
one  at  Rhydygwern  are  also  controlled  by  the  Council.  These 
supplies  provide  water  for  small  communities  whilst  the  major 
portion  of  the  district  is  supplied  by  four  different  water  under- 
takings, namely  (1)  The  Cardiff  Corporation  Water  Works  ; (2)  The 
Rhymney  Valley  Water  Board  ; (3)  Barry  Corporation  Water 
Supply,  and  (4)  The  Mid -Glamorgan  Water  Board. 

Samples  of  water  are  taken  from  each  of  these  supplies 
periodically  and  the  results  reported  in  a joint  quarterly  report.  A 
summary  of  the  reports  appears  on  Page  18c. 

It  will  be  seen  that  generally  a good  standard  of  purity  is 
obtained  in  each  of  the  supplies  and  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that 
those  samples  marked  unsatisfactory  are  only  slightly  below  the 
bacteriological  standard  required. 

The  chemical  analysis  of  each  of  the  supplies  (with  the  exception 
of  the  Pentyrch  Reservioir  Supply  which  has  a low  pH  value  with 
slight  solvent  action  on  lead)  is  satisfactory.  Apparatus  for  neutral- 
ising the  water  in  the  Pentyrch  Reservoir  has  been  installed  and 
the  water  is  at  present  being  treated  with  sodium  hydroxide.  A 
higher  pH  value  is  obtained  and  tests  for  plum  bo  solvency  have 
been  taken  giving  satisfactory  results. 

I am  gratified  with  the  progress  made  to  secure  a suppl}^  of 
water  into  the  dwellinghouses  as  an  alternative  to  the  street  tap 
system  of  supply.  Members  will  recall  how  a considerable  number 
of  householders  in  some  of  the  outlying  parishes  had  to  depend  on 
a supply  from  Public  Pumps  and  street  tap  supplies.  It  will  be 
noted  that  all  the  Public  Pumps  have  been  superseded  by  mains 
supplies  and  only  a very  small  number  of  street  taps  remain  neces- 
sary. I am  hopeful  of  seeing  the  elimination  of  the  few  street 
taps  during  the  next  year  or  so. 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  Youldon,  your  Engineer  and  Surveyor, 
for  the  following  particulars  : — 

Water  Supplies 

The  Rudry-Porset  (Small  Holdings)  water  extension  scheme 
was  completecl  during  the  year. 
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The  Duffryn-Mawr  to  Ffos-y-crydd,  Peterston-super-Ely, 
watermain  extension  was  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  and  is  to  be  commenced  early  in  1956. 

The  decision  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
regarding  the  Maendy  to  Groesfaen,  Peterston-super-Ely  Watermain 
Extension  has  not  yet  been  received. 

Improved  Supplies 

The  Council  are  continuing  their  policy  of  improving  supplies 
and  prolonging  the  life  of  the  watermains  by  scraping  and  re-lming. 

In  accordance  with  the  programme  decided  by  the  Council, 
the  work  of  scraping  and  re -lining  the  watermain  from  Salem  Row 
to  Ynys  Bridge,  Gwaelodygarth,  which  was  to  be  done  in  1955,  had 
to  be  deferred  owing  to  the  lack  of  water  due  to  the  extremely  dry 
summer.  This  work  will  be  carried  out  early  in  1956. 

It  is  anticipated  that  improvements  to  the  Penmark  Parish 
water  supply  will  be  made  as  a result  of  the  new  main  being  laid 
by  the  Barry  Corporation  to  supply  primarily  the  East  Aberthaw 
Power  Station.  Arrangements  have  been  made  to  take  supplies 
from  this  new  main  to  the  Council’s  existing  water  mains  between 
Rhoose  and  East  Aberthaw. 

Improvements  to  the  Gwaelodygarth  area  water  supply  should 
also  be  obtained  as  a result  of  a scheme  to  be  prepared  early  in 
1956  to  provide  adequate  storage  capacity  for  this  area  by  providing 
a tank  with  a capacity  of  a^pproximately  10,000  gallons. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Schemes  of  sewerage  and  privy  conversion  are  proceeding  ver\^ 
satisfactorily  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  Council  have  agreed 
to  provide  sewer  facilities  in  thpse  parts  of  the  district  where  it  is 
possible  to  connect  to  sewers  serving  neighbouring  districts.  I 
refer  particularly  to  the  Waterloo  section  of  Rudry,  Wernddu 
portion  of  Van,  and  Brooklands  Terrace,  Michaelston-le-Pit  where 
drainage  difficulties  have  added  considerably  to  unhygienic  con- 
ditions of  living.  There  is  at  present  a mains  supply  of  water 
provided  in  every  district  where  there  are  groups  of  houses  number- 
ing twenty  or  more  and  sewer  facilities  should  accompany  this 
amenity,  because  a plentiful  supply  of  water  with  inadequate 
drainage  may  give  rise  to  many  nuisances.  On  the  other  hand, 
improved  drainage  and  provision  of  water  closets  is  making  a 
greater  demand  on  some  of  our  water  supplies. 
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Twenty  one  dwellinghoiises  provided  with  pail  closets  were 
converted  to  the  water  carriage  system  of  sanitary  accommodation 
and  two  schools  were  provided  with  water  closets  during  the  year, 
they  were  St.  Georges  Infants  and  Junior  School,  and  Peterston 
N.P.  Church  School  for  Infants  and  Juniors.  Both  schools  were 
previously  provided  with  pail  closets.  St.  Nicholas,  Wenvoe  and 
Maendy  School,  Welsh  St.  Donats  are  still  on  the  pail  closet  system 
but  I am  hopeful  of  seeing  these  schools  fitted  with  water  closets 
during  the  next  twelve  months  or  so.  It  is  not  easy  to  teach 
lessons  in  hygiene  in  schools  provided  with  primitive  forms  of 
drainage  and  unsatisfactory  washing  facilities.  All  schools  should 
be  provided  with  modern  systems  of  drainage  and  satisfactory 
washing  facilities.  The  importance  of  these  requirements  cannot 
be  over-emphasised. 
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The  village  of  Creigiau  is  in  urgent  need  of  improved  drainage 
and  sewerage  facilities.  The  village  is  closely  built  up  and  appears 
reasonably  practicable  for  sewering.  I am  pleased  to  note  that 
preparatory  work  for  a scheme  has  commenced.  At  the  present 
time  cesspits  overflow  into  streams  passing  through  farm  lands 
and  from  one  part  of  the  village  we  receive  many  complaints  during 
the  summer  season  of  offensive  smells  being  given  off  as  a*  result 
of  these  overflowing  cesspits  and  combined  drains  with  unsatis- 
factory outfalls. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  the  Ministry  could  not  in  the  present 
economic  circumstances,  approve  the  scheme  to  incorporate  Station 
Terrace,  Peterston-super-Ely  in  the  newly  completed  scheme  of 
sewerage  for  the  Parish.  Station  Terrace  consists  of  twenty  well 
built  dwellinghouses  of  bye  law  standard  as  regards  ventilation, 
lighting  and  water  supply  but  the  drainage  is  quite  unsatisfactory 
and  the  twenty  houses  are  provided  with  pail  closets,  the  contents 
of  which  have  to  be  buried  in  rather  small  gardens.  The  owner 
of  this  property  is  anxious  to  provide  baths,  improved  scullery 
facilities  and  water  closets  with  grant  aid  directly  the  premises 
can  be  connected  to  a public  sewer. 

The  following  up-to-date  information  regarding  schemes  of 
sewerage  has  been  supplied  by  Mr.  Youldon  your  Engineer  and 
Surveyor  to  whom  I am  indebted  for  his  close  co-operation  in 
these  matters. 


Peterston-super-Ely  Sewerage  Scheme 

This  scheme  which  serves  the  village  of  Peterston-super-Ely 
and  Gwernysteeple  was  put  into  operation  early  in  1955. 

Pentyrch.  Gwaelodygarth — Salem  Row  Extension  of  Sewer 

This  extension  will  be  carried  out  in  1956  in  conjunction  with 
the  housing  development  adjoining  Salem  Row. 
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Sully  Sewerage  Scheme 

This  scheme  was  commenced  in  September,  1955. 

St.  Andrews.  Cross  Common  Road,  Dinas  Powis.  Sewer  Extension 

This  scheme  was  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  and  tenders  received. 

St.  Fagans  Sewerage  Scheme 

After  holding  a Local  Inquiry  regarding  the  necessity  etc.  of 
this  scheme,  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
approved  in  principle  the  proposals  submitted.  Final  approval  is 
expected  to  be  received  in  1956. 

Creigiau — Parish  of  Pentyrch 

Preparatory  work  for  the  sewerage  scheme  for  the  village  of 
Creigiau  has  been  commenced. 

Michaelston-le-Pit.  Brooklands  Terrace  Sewerage  Scheme 

This  scheme  will  be  commenced  early  in  1956. 

Lisvane — ^Mill  Road  Sewer  Extension 

Part  I. — The  first  part  of  the  sewer  extension  was  completed 
early  in  1955. 

Part  II. — This  part  of  the  Mill  Road  sewer  extension  has  been 
deferred. 

Pendoylan  Sewerage  Scheme  Extension 

The  sewerage  extension  scheme  to  serve  the  existing  private 
houses  and  additional  Council  houses  in  the  village  of  Pendoylan 
was  commenced  late  ’ in  1955. 

Bonvilston  Sewerage  Scheme 

The  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
for  the  sewerage  scheme  to  serve  the  Maesyffynon  area  at  Bonvilston 
was  received,  and  the  work  is  expected  to  start  in  the  spring  of  1956. 

Penmark.  East  Aberthaw  Sewerage  Scheme 

The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  have  approved 
this  scheme  in  principle  and  final  apnroval  is  expected  early  in 
1956. 

Privy  Conversion  Schemes 

Progress  has  continued  during  the  year  on  the  privy  conversion 
schemes  where  main  drainage  works  have  been  carried  out. 

The  following  information  indicates  the  progress  made  in  privy 
conversion  schemes  in  1955  : — 
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Pentyrch 

Five  conversions  were  effected  during  the  year  and  arrange- 
ments made  to  proceed  early  in  1956  on  properties  where  the 
position  of  the  lease  has  been  clarified. 

Peterston-super-Ely  and  Gwernysteeple 

Sixteen  conversions  were  completed. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

During  the  past  twelve  months  the  rodent  control  service  has 
continued  to  deal  adequately  with  a large  number  of  inspections 
and  treatments.  The  organisation  of  this  section  has  been  the  same 
as  in  previous  years,  i.e.,  one  mobile  operative  allocated  to  the 
more  rural  areas  and  the  other  to  the  built-up  portions  of  the 
district. 

The  premises  at  which  treatments  were  undertaken  covered  a 
wide  range  from  private  houses  and  shops  to  schools,  caravan 
trailer  parks,  and  large  factories.  Refuse  tips,  river  banks,  and 
portions  of  the  disused  Glamorgan  Canal  received  special  attention. 
Fortunately^  this  year  again  there  were  no  “ reservoir  ” infestations. 

This  is  undoubtedly  due  to  the  use  of  the  newer,  more  effective, 
rodenticides  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  now  it  is  rare  indeed  for 
an  operative  to  be  recalled  to  formerly  infested  premises  after  the 
completion  of  a treatment. 

The  number  of  infestations  and  treatments  has  increased 
slightly  above  the  average  during  1955. 

Co-operation  between  the  department  and  the  Pests  Division 
of  the  Glamorgan  Agricultural  Executive  Committee  continues  to 
be  effective.  The  number  of  contracts  between  farmers  and  the 
Executive  Committee  for  rodent  control  services  at  farm  premises 
has  been  maintained  and  the  Council’s  operatives  endeavour  to 
increase  the  number  each  year.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

House  refuse  collection  in  the  Council’s  district  is  carried  out 
by  direct  labour  and  is  operated  from  a central  depot  at  Whit- 
church. The  service  is  regular  and  very  few  complaints  were 
received  during  the  year  concerning  these  services. 
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Householders  sometimes  complain  of  the  lanes  and  roads  being 
littered  during  the  collection,  but  this  is  invariably  due  to  the 
unsatisfactory  type  of  refuse  receptacle  used  by  some  householders. 
It  was  reported  that  householders  in  some  of  the  more  rural  parishes 
were  finding  difficulty  in  obtaining  the  standard  type  of  receptacle. 
Hardware  Stores  it  was  stated,  hesitated  to  deliver  goods  beyond 
the  built-up  areas  within  reasonable  distance  of  their  premises. 
In  the  circumstances  the  Council  decided  to  operate  a scheme 
whereby  householders  could  be  provided  with  a bin  by  the  Council 
on  condition  that  they  agreed  to  repay  the  cost  at  the  rate  of 
five  shillings  per  annum  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  pre- 
scribed in  Section  75  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  This  was 
made  known  to  a large  number  of  offenders  and  many  of  them 
have  since  signed  contracts  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the 
Act.  Four  hundred  informal  notices  requesting  householders 
to  provide  bins  were  served  during  the  year  and  a considerable 
improvement  was  noticeable  in  some  of  the  parishes.  Now  that 
the  position  has  been  clarified,  and  the  onus  of  providing  the  bin, 
has,  in  the  main  been  placed  on  the  householder,  it  will  be  easier 
for  your  Officers  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act. 
As  regards  Council  Houses,  the  position  is  very  much  better. 
Approximately  90%  of  the  tenants  possess  a bin  purchased  from 
the  Council  and  for  which  they  pay  three  pence  per  week  as  part  of 
their  rent  until  the  cost  of  the  bin  is  recovered.  Tenants  when 
accepting  a tenancy  are  invited  to  purchase  a new  bin  and  they 
invariably  do  so. 
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House  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  on 
sites  far  removed  from  dwellinghouses.  Refuse  tips  are  well 
maintained  and  are  regularly  treated  for  rat  disinfestation  and 
insect  pest  destruction. 


The  volume  of  night  soil  collection  is  being  eliminated  as  w® 
progress  with  privy  conversion  schemes.  The  collection  by  direct 
labour  at  Gwaelody garth,  Rudry  and  Van  has  been  reduced  to 
comparatively  a small  number  of  houses  still  dependent  on  the 
pail  closet  system  of  sanitary  accommodation. 


A private  contractor  is  employed  to  collect  night  soil  in  the 
Southern  portion  of  the  district  where  many  houses  require  their 
pails  to  be  emptied  twice  per  week.  Schemes  of  sewerage  and 
privy  conversion  now  in  contemplation  will  considerably  improve 
the  sanitary  facilities  of  these  areas. 

The  Council  take  an  active  interest  in  the  Anti-Litter  Campaign 
and  during  the  3^ear  it  was  agreed  to  erect  litter  bins  and  baskets 
at  various  bus  stops,  shopping  centres,  near  cinemas  and  on  common 
land  used  for  recreational  purposes.  It  is  encouraging  to  note 
that  generally,  good  use  is  being  made  of  the  bins  and  baskets.

The  above  factories  continue  to  operate  full  time,  and  during 
the  year,  no  complaints  were  received  about  the  emission  of  dust 
from  them. 

Proposed  Power  Station,  The  Leys,  Aberthaw 

The  Central  Electricity  Authority  have  placed  recording 
instruments  at  seven  points  within  approximately  2 miles  of  the 
site  of  the  proposed  Power  Station.  These  preliminary  figures 
for  existing  atmospheric  pollution  which  have  been  recorded  since 
July,  1954,  will  provide  valuable  data  as  a comparison  when  the 
proposed  station  is  completed  and  working. 

Cefn  On  Basic  Co.,  Wernddu 

The  residents  of  Wernddu  Row  made  complaints  during  the 
year  of  the  emission  of  quantities  of  dust  from  the  nearby  works 
of  the  Cefn  On  Basic  Co. 

Dust  is  evolved  in  fairly  large  quantities  in  processes  at  the 
works,  and  there  are  no  installations  for  the  control  and  recovery 
of  this  dust.  The  co-operation  of  Dr.  Mahler,  Inspector  of  Alkali 
Works  etc.,  was  requested,  but  he  was  unable  to  recommend  any 
effective  remedy  because  of  the  layout  and  condition  of  the  existing 
plant. 

Following  discussion  of  this  problem  by  the  Health  Committee 
it  was  decided  to  form  a Sub-Committee  to  deal  with  problems  of 
Smoke  Abatement  generally  and  to  arrange  for  this  Committee 
to  visit  the  works. 

The  Sub-Committee  visited  the  works,  and  as  a result  of  further 
representation,  it  is  understood  that  plans  are  being  prepared  for  a 
new  plant  layout,  and  that  these  will  include  measures  for  dust 
control. 

Melingriffith  Tinplate  Works,  Whitchurch 

A few  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  from  residents 
on  the  Council’s  Estate  at  Velindre,  Whitchurch,  and  from  members 
of  the  staff  at  Whitchurch  Hospital,  who  stated  that  nuisances 
were  being  caused  from  time  to  time  by  the  emission  of  smoke 
and  fumes  from  the  Melingriffith  Tinplate  Works. 

The  Manager  at  the  Works  has  been  most  co-operative  in  an 
effort  to  eliminate  both  smoke  and  fume.  The  height  of  one 
offending  chimney  stack  has  been  raised  and  coal  burning  fires 
have  been  converted  into  oil  or  gas  flame  jets.  These  changes 
have  resulted  in  much  improvement,  and  it  is  doubtful  whether 
we  can  hope  for  further  improvement  from  a works  of  this  nature.

There  are  nine  caravan  sites  in  the  Rural  District.  In  the  case 
of  seven  of  the  sites  the  land  is  licenced,  one  has  an  unconditional 
licence,  and  the  other  site  has  been  dealt  with  by  'the  issue  of 
individual  licences.

All  the  sites  are  provided  with  a piped  and  wholesome  supply 
of  water,  and  all  are  served  by  a water  carriage  system  of  drainage. 

All  the  site  operators  continue  gradually  to  improve  their  sites 
and  add  to  the  amenities  already  existing.  Electricity  has  been 
laid  on  to  five  of  the  sites  for  the  use  of  the  caravaners. 

Three  of  the  licenced  sites  are  used  permanently  by  a number 
of  residents,  and  at  these  sites,  the  sanitary  circumstances  required 
are  more  varied  and  of  a higher  standard  than  those  conditions 
which  apply  to  Summer  Sites.  It  is  the  aim  of  the  Council  to 
require  bath  and  clothes  washing  facilities  on  all  permanent  sites 
and  drainage  facilities  on  the  sites  which  are  sufficient  to  enable 
every  sink  waste  to  be  drained  to  a gully,  connected  to  the  drainage 
system. 

No  advantage  was  taken  of  the  provisions  of  Section  269  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936  which  allows  caravans  to  be  stationed  and 
used  for  habitation  for  a period  of  42  consecutive  days  without 
the  issue  of  a Public  Health  Licence. 

The  number  of  caravans  occupied  in  the  Council’s  Area  during 
the  peak  Summer  period  was  892,  and  in  addition  approximately 
25  tents  were  pitched  for  short  periods  in  the  coastal  areas  in  July 
and  August.  The  estimated  number  of  persons  spending  a holiday 
in  either  caravans  or  tents  during  the  Summer  was  2,751. 
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This  influx  of  people  to  the  coastal  areas,  gives  rise  to  its 
own  peculiar  problems,  especially  to  the  site  operators.  The 
clearing  of  camp  refuse  and  its  disposal  is  a problem,  and  the  littering 
of  the  beaches  with  rubbish,  bottles,  cartons,  etc.,  is  another  diffi- 
culty which  is  yet  to  be  solved. 


In  addition  to  caravans  on  licenced  sites,  nine  individual 
licences  were  granted  to  persons  authorising  them  to  station  and 
use  caravans  in  various  parts  of  the  Council’s  District. 


First  Aid  Kits  have  been  provided  by  all  licencees  for  use  in 
case  of  minor  accidents,  such  as  burns  and  cuts. 

In  the  Swanbridge  Area,  the  drainage  systems  from  two 
caravan  sites,  discharge  untreated  on  to  the  foreshore,  and  have 
been  a source  of  concern  from  the  Public  Health  viewpoint. 

This  unsatisfactory  position  was  reported  to  the  Public  Health 
Committee  with  a recommendation  that  the  areas  should  be 
sewered  by  extending  the  present  scheme  now  being  constructed 
for  the  Sully  area. 

The  Council  has  directed,  however,  that  the  owners  of  the 
properties  draining  on  to  the  foreshore,  should  co-operate  and 
improve  the  present  position  by  the  installation  of  a suitable  treat- 
ment plant. 

It  is  hoped  that  these  improvements  will  be  executed  by  the 
persons  concerned  before  the  Summer  of  1956.

Section  34  of  the  Factories  Act,  1937  applies  to  every  factory — 

{a)  in  which  more  than  twenty  persons  are  employed,  or

floor  of  the  building  or  more  than  twenty  feet  above 
the  ground  floor  level 

(c)  in  or  under  which  explosives  or  highly  inflammable 
materials  are  stored  or  used. 

As  regards  {a)  and  (6)  there  are  11  factories,  all  of  which 
have  certificates  indicating  satisfactory  means  of  escape. 

Regarding  (c)  there  are  a few  motor  repair  garages  in  which 
highly  inflamable  materials  such  as  cellulose  and  “ thinning 
fluids  may  be  used  from  time  to  time  and  these  are  controlled  by 
the  Statutory  Rules  and  Orders — 1934  No.  990  which  are  super- 
vised by  H.M.  Inspectors  of  Factories.

HOUSING. 


Housing  entered  upon  a new  phase  during  the  year  1955,  for 
under  the  provisions  of  Section  1 of  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents 
Act,  1954,  all  local  authorities  were  required  to  submit  to  the 
Minister  their  proposals  for  the  elimination  of  unfit  properties  and, 
where  possible,  total  elimination  was  required  within  a period  of 
five  years.  The  Council  were  in  the  fortunate  position  of  having 
pursued  a policy  of  steadily  eliminating  unfit  properties  over  a 
period  of  ten  years,  since  soon  after  the  introduction  of  the  Rural 
Housing  Survey  in  1946.  It  is  noteworthy  that  your  authority 
were  amongst  the  first  to  obtain  the  .confirmation  of  Clearance 
Orders  in  the  post  war  period.  The  number  of  unfit  properties 
remaining  to  be  dealt  with,  approximately  120,  should  not  prove 
a difficult  task  in  the  period  of  time  allotted  by  the  Housing  Act. 

The  list  of  unfit  properties  was  prepared,  and  examined  by  the 
Housing  Committee  before  submission  to  the  Minister,  and  a sub- 
committee was  appointed  to  review  unfit  properties  which  it  was 
thought  should  be  retained  for  their  amenity  value  and  those 
occupied  by  elderly  people  who  did  not  wish  to  be  removed  from 
surroundings  where  they  had  spent  the  greater  part  of  their  life- 
time. Consideration  was  also  given  to  properties  which  were 
considered  to  be  “ borderline  cases.”  The  final  list  contained  166 
properties  to  which  we  should  add  a total  of  22  hutments  occupied 
by  families  who  will  require  to  be  rehoused  by  the  Council.  It  was 
proposed  to  deal  with  67  of  these  properties  and  as  man}"  of  the 
hutments  as  possible  during  the  first  year  of  the  five  year  pro- 
gramme. 

The  Council  is  encountering  some  difficulty  in  securing  the 
complete  demolition  of  privately  owned  unfit  properties  scheduled 
for  demolition.  In  many  cases  the  owners  have  sold  the  old  con- 
demned cottages  to  builders  and  others  who  have  purchased  for 
the  purpose  of  salvaging  timber,  slates,  doors,  windows  and  stones 
to  be  used  as  hard  core  for  road  making,  etc. 

In  many  of  these  cases  demolition  has  ceased  directly  every- 
thing of  any  value  has  been  extracted  from  the  building  and  the 
skeleton  of  the  building  has  been  left  standing — an  ugly  spectacle 
on  the  landscape.  The  Committee  dealt  with  this  aspect  of  slum 
clearance  but  were  unable  in  the  absence  of  clearly  defined  legis- 
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lation  to  give  a clear  direction  as  to  what  could  be  demanded  of 
these  defaulting  owners.  The  Committee  directed  that  all  unfit 
properties  which  had  been  subjected  to  action  under  the  Housing 
Acts  where  the  position  was  not  completely  finalised  should  be 
reported  upon  quarterly  in  a joint  report  submitted  by  your  Medical 
Officer  and  Engineer  and  Surveyor.  This  enables  the  Council  to 
keep  the  properties  under  constant  review. 

Lam  of  the  opinion  that  demolition  and  clearance  of  the  site 
should  be  undertaken  by  the  Council  in  those  cases  where  it  appears 
quite  obvious  that  to  effect  complete  demolition  is  beyond  the 
financial  means  of  the  owner  concerned.  The  clearance  and 
redevelopment  of  the  Cefn  Bychan  site  at  Pentyrch  indicates  how 
well  this  work  may  be  done  when  undertaken  by  the  local  authority. 
I am  apprehensive  of  what  may  happen  to  demolition  work  at 
Gwaelodygarth  when  the  time  comes  to  rehouse  the  families  re- 
maining in  unfit  properties  in  that  locality. 


A good  deal  of  consideration  was  given  to  the  problem  of 
rehousing  the  several  difficult  families  at  present  accommodated 
in  hutments  under  the  control  of  the  Council.  Groups  of  houses 
included  in  the  list  of  unfit  properties  were  examined  and  considered 
for  conversion  and  reconditioning.  It  is  desirable  that  these 
difficult  families  should  be  rehoused  at  the  earliest  opportunity, 
their  standard  of  living  will  not  improve  until  their  standard  of 
accommodation  is  satisfactory. 

A substantial  number  of  dwellinghouses  were  constructed 
during  the  year  by  the  Council  and  by  private  enterprise.  Building 
is  proceeding  as  rapidly  as  labour  and  material  resources  will  allow. 
Building  sites  are  becoming  more  difficult  to  secure  and  the  Council 
are  trying  to  meet  this  new  difficulty  by  building  flats  in  varying 
storey  heights  and  these  are  intended  for  the  small  and  younger 
families. 

There  has  been  an  acceleration  in  the  number  of  applicants  for 
improvement  grant  to  recondition  and  modernise  some  of  the  older 
properties  which  qualify  under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing 
Act  of  1949.  The  Council  welcome  this  feature  because  it  relieves 
the  local  authority  to  some  extent  of  the  responsibility  of  providing 
new  houses. 

The  Council  examine  from  time  to  time  the  housing  needs  of 
the  district  and  this  is  assessed  by  the  number  of  dwellings  required 
to  be  built  for  those  in  rooms  and  overcrowded  conditions  and  for 
those  who  are  likety  to  be  displaced  as  a result  of  action  taken  by 
the  Council  under  the  Housing  Acts.

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  (AMENDMENT)  ACT,  1951

person  is  still  under  observation  by  the  Health  Department  and 
the  Welfare  Services  Department  of  the  Glamorgan  County  Council.

SECTION  E 


MILK 


The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  (Specified  Areas)  Order,  1954 
brought  about  the  establishment  in  Wales  of  the  first  two  “ specified 
areas  ” in  which  all  milk  sold  by  retail  must  be  of  “ Special 
Designation,”  i.e.  pasteurised,  sterilised,  or  tuberculin  tested  milk, 
and  the  Cardiff  Rural  District  forms  part  of  one  of  these  areas. 

The  local  authority  controls  the  granting  of  licences  for  the 
sale  within  their  district  of  designated  milks  and  the  registration 
of  distributors  and  dairymen  other  than  dairy  farmers.  Samples 
of  designated  milks  are  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination 
and  must  conform  to  prescribed  standards. 

In  addition  samples  are  submitted  for  biological  examination 
for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli  at  intervals  throughout  the 
year. 

Supervision  of  the  process  of  milk  production  at  dairy  farms 
remains  under  the  control  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  Fisheries 
and  Food. 


Tubercular  Infection  of  Milk 

A sample  of  milk  taken  from  a T.T.  herd  and  registered 
premises  within  the  Council’s  district  was  reported  positive  for 
tubercle  bacilli  and  steps  were  taken  to  secure  group  samples  and 
to  isolate  any  suspected  cattle.  The  final  result  proved  negative 
and  this,  it  was  thought,  might  be  due  to  the  fact  that  a cow  sold 
in  the  interim  period  between  the  T.T.  and  biological  tests  was 
infected  with  tubercle  bacilli.  Directly  notification  of  the  infection 
was  received  arrangements  were  made  for  pasteurisation  and  this 
continued  for  approximately  six  weeks,  until  the  herd  was  certified 
free  from  infection.  These  arrangements  incurred  additional  costs 
to  the  dairy  farmer  who  later  made  a claim  for  reimbursement  of 
'this  loss.  The  Committee  considered  the  application  and  referred 
it  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  who  approved 
the  application  and  made  their  contribution  of  75%  of  the  cost.

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1938 

Inspection  of  Shops,  Food  Preparing  Premises  and  Examination  of 

Foods. 

Close  attention  has  again  been  directed  to  the  maintenance  of 
hygienic  conditions  in  food  shops,  food  preparing  premises, 
restaurants,  etc. 

There  is  an  increased  awareness  amongst  both  traders  and 
the  public  of  the  dangers  associated  with  contamination  of  food 
and  the  necessity  for  increased  vigilance. 

In  general,  satisfactory  standards  were  maintained,  and  action 
taken  to  secure  improvements  where  these  were  necessary.  In 
no  case  were  circumstances  found  which  warranted  the  institution 
of  proceedings. 

The  amount  of  condemned  food  again  shows  a reduction  from 
the  previous  year,  reflecting  improved  storage  facilities. 

Hours  of  closing,  weekly  half  holiday,  Sunday  trading  and  the 
restrictions  placed  on  the  hours  of  employment  of  young  persons 
have  been  subjected  to  checks  during  the  year.  In  no  case  was  it 
necessary  to  institute  proceedings  during  the  year. 

Ice  Cream 

Fifty-one  samples  of  ice  cream  were  submitted  for  bacter- 
iological examination,  and  as  indicated  below  all  were  of  a satis- 
factory standard.

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES

The  year  upon  which  the  report  is  based  saw  the  largest  number 
of  cases  of  notifiable  diseases  that  has  been  notified  for  many  years 

This  large  increase  was  on  account  of  the  746  cases  of  measles 
but  out  of  this  number  apparently  it  was  only  necessary  for  four 
cases  to  be  admitted  to  the  infectious  diseases  hospital  and  a further 
point  is  that  no  single  case  of  a death  was  recorded. 

It  is  not  so  many  years  ago  that  the  number  of  deaths  from 
this  disease  was  quite  appreciable.  Further  we  must  consider  the 
inconvenience  caused  in  the  schools  by  the  absence  of  so  many 
affected  children. 


Diphtheria 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  again  this  year  we  have  not  had  a 
single  case  notified  but  I must  continue  to  stress  the  need  for 
continued  immunisation  against  this  disease  and  not  forgetting 
the  boosting  doses  when  the  child  is  first  admitted  to  school  and 
again  between  the  ages  of  8 and  9 years.  The  Divisional  Medical 
Officer  has  supplied  me  with  the  following  tables  : —

(1)  The  vaccination  figures  are  based  entirely  on  the  number 
of  cards  which  are  sent  in  from  Medical  Practitioners  in  this  area. 
Therefore,  this  figure  may  not  correspond  with  the  actual  number 
of  vaccinations  performed. 

(2)  It  will  be  aj^preciated  that  by  far  the  greater  majority 
of  the  diphtheria  immunisations  was  given  in  the  combined  form 
(i.e.  along  with  whooping  cough  vaccine). 

(3)  The  fact  that  immunisation  was  suspended  for  a con- 
siderable period  due  to  the  prevalence  of  poliomyelitis  which  has 
some  effect  on  reducing  the  number  of  completed  immunisations. 
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Whooping  Cough 

Only  ten  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  and  it  was  fortunate 
that  we  escaped  so  lightly  especially  in  view  of  the  large  number 
of  measles  cases. 


Scarlet  Fever 

Twenty-one  cases  were  notified  and  of  these  seven  were  ad- 
mitted to  hospital  mainly  because  home  circumstances  were  un- 
suitable for  nursing  at  home. 

Anterior  Poliomyelitis 

Seven  children  were  notified  and  admitted  to  City  Isolation 
Hospital  where  the  disease  was  confirmed.  Fortunately  only 
two  showed  signs  of  paralysis,  and  it  was  necessary  for  these  two 
children  to  be  transferred  to  the  Prince  of  Wales  Hospital,  Rhydlafar 
for  remedial  treatment  after  the  infectious  phase  was  over. 


Dysentery 

Again  this  year  we  had  twenty-two  cases  of  Sonne  Dysentery 
of  which  nine  were  admitted  to  hospital. 


Paratyphoid  “B*’ 

Three  cases  were  notified  and  three  were  treated  in  hospital. 

R.H.  9 years.  The  patient  had  eaten  some  sponge  cake  which 
had  been  manufactured  in  a premises  within  the  Cardiff  City  area. 
The  drains  at  this  premises  were  investigated  and  were  found 
positive  for  Paratyphoid  B.” 

D.H.  10  years.  This  patient  arrived  home  from  Surrey  where 
he  was  attending  school  on  23rd  March  and  he  complained  of  being 
unwell  on  13th  April  and  upon  examination  of  a bacteriological 
swab  he  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  Paratyphoid  “B”  and  was 
removed  to  hospital. 

Swabs  were  taken  from  the  other  members  of  the  family  and 
the  foster  mother  was  found  to  be  a positive  carrier  and  she  was 
removed  to  hospital. 

Full  investigations  were  made  to  trace  the  source  of  infection 
and  it  was  concluded  that  the  boy  became  infected  from  the  foster 
parent. 
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A point  of  interest  arose  when  it  was  disclosed  that  the  contents 
of  the  pail  closet  were  being  emptied  into  a nearby  river  and  upon 
swabbing  the  stream  at  different  points  we  were  able  to  obtain 
Paratyphoid  “B”  organisms.  Instructions  were  given  for  this 
tipping  of  pails  to  be  stopped,  as  the  river  a short  distance  away 
was  used  by  parties  of  campers  during  the  summer  months.  I am 
pleased  to  report  that  no  further  cases  developed. 


Tuberculosis 

During  the  year  there  were  thirteen  male  and  three  female 
cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified  and  three  females  were 
notified  as  suffering  from  the  non-pulmonary  form  of  the  disease. 

I am  pleased  to  record  that  these  figures  (16)  show  a marked 
improvement  over  the  figure  for  the  previous  year  which  was  29. 
Also  that  the  three  females  with  non-pulmonary  disease  is  ten  less 
than  two  years  previously. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  the  disease  was  six  and  with  the 
exception  of  one  case  they  were  all  of  the  pulmonary  type. 

In  all  cases  where  a person  dies  at  home  from  the  disease  it  is 
still  the  practice  to  carry  out  the  disinfection  of  the  room  and 
bedding  of  the  patient. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  communicate  with  any  medical 
practitioner  during  the  year  for  non-notification  of  cases. 


B.C.G.  Vaccination 

As  mentioned  in  the  previous  year’s  annual  report  a start  was 
made  with  B.C.G.  vaccination  to  school  children  between  their 
thirteenth  and  fourteenth  birthdays. 

Since  the  scheme  has  been  operating  in  our  district  the  follow- 
ing children  have  been  given  the  necessary  injections.

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Medical  Research  Council  Investigation  in  the  Vale  oi  Glamorgan 


The  Medical  Research  Team  have  been  very  active  in  certain 
parishes  of  the  district  during  the  year  and  these  investigations  are 
still  proceeding.  In  due  course  we  can  look  forward  to  the  findings 
of  the  investigation  being  published  which  should  be  of  much 
interest  to  all  who  are  concerned  with  the  well-being  and  health 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Vale.

In  addition  to  the  X-ray  survey,  which  incidentally  shows  a 
very  high  percentage — (94*6%) — other  investigations  have  been 
undertaken.  These  have  concerned  such  conditions  as  the  preval- 
ence of  asthma,  rheumatoid  arthritis,  osteoarthritis,  chronic  bron- 
chitis, diabetes,  coronary  disease  in  men,  the  measurement  of  blood 
pressure,  and  investigating  the  cause  of  goitre. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  Dr.  A.  L.  Cochrane,  Director  of  the 
Pneumoconiosis  Research  Unit,  for  supplying  me  with  the  above 
information. 
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Food  Poisoning 

During  the  year  twenty-six  persons  were  notified  as  suffering 
from  food  poisoning.  Twenty-three  being  involved  in  one  outbreak, 
and  the  remainder  being  isolated  cases. 

Case  1.  This  involved  twenty-three  patients  and  staff  at  a 
local  hospital.  Suspected  foods  were  pork  and  stuffing  consumed 
at  lunch  by  both  members  of  staff  and  patients.  The  earliest 
symptoms  were  observed  in  the  evening  the  same  day. 

Laboratory  examination  showed  negative  results  in  the  case 
of  faecal  swabs  from  patients,  and  in  the  case  of  a sample  of  the 
pork.  From  a sample  of  the  stuffing,  gram  positive  cocci  were 
isolated.  These  were  non -viable  and  suggested  that  the  causative 
agent  was  a toxin. 

Illness  was  not  severe  and  recovery  was  rapid. 

Case  2.  This  occurred  in  a female  aged  53  years.  The  doctor 
was  not  consulted  until  some  14  days  after  the  appearance  of 
earliest  symptoms,  and  faecal  swabs  indicated  the  presence  of 
salmonella  typhi-murium.  The  patient  had  a meal  at  a catering 
tent  at  a local  function  the  day  before  the  onset  of  first  symptoms, 
but  no  trace  of  infection  or  contamination  of  food  could  be  traced, 
and  no  other  cases  were  notified. 

Illness  was  not  severe,  although  of  prolonged  duration. 

Case  3.  This  occurred  in  a female  aged  65  years.  Illness 
was  severe,  and  it  was  necessary  to  remove  the  patient  to  City 
Isolation  Hospital,  Cardiff.  The  causative  organism  was  salmonella 
Typhi-murium.  Information  as  to  possible  sources  of  infection 
was  confused,  and  no  definite  source  of  infection  could  be  traced. 

Case  4.  This  case  occurred  in  a male  aged  8 years.  Illness 
was  not  severe  and  the  patient  was  nursed  at  home.  The  causative 
organism  was  salmonella  typhi-murium,  the  usual  routine  investi- 
gations were  carried  out,  but  there  was  no  indication  of  the  source 
of  infection.
